OWARE IN TEES 


‘Liquor Licenses For Last 
Half Of ‘37 Give City 
$898 From State Fees 


SACRAMENTO—Cities and unincor- 
porated areas in El Dorado County will 
receive a total of $3,249.73 as their 
share of fees derived from liquor li- 
censes during the last half of 1937, it 
was announced today by R. E. Collins, 
chairman, of the State Board of Equali- 
zation. 

From the standpoint of the state as 
a whole, the allocation will amount to 
$991,962.33. This represents 50 per 
cent of the total fees earned during 
the last six-month period of 1937. The 
state’s share of this income, after ad- 
ministration costs are deducted, goes 
into the general fund. 

On the basis of actual licenses is- 
sued, the unincorporated area of El 
Dorado County will receive a total of 
$2,351.36 and Placerville will receive 
$898.37. 

The change in the law to provide for 
allocation twice a year instead of an- 
nually was made at the request of 
members of the Boad of Equalization 
so that these funds would not remain 
idle for such a long period. 
allocation represents the second made 
on the semi-annual basis. Inasmuch 
as a greater portion of liquor license 
fees are received during the renewal 
period of the first half of the year, 
the second half allocation, is consider- 
ably lower than that for the first six- 
month period. The cities’ and coun- 
ties’ share for the first half of 1937 
amounted to $1,447.259.75. 

In announcing the distribution of 
funds the Board members again point- 
ed out that this money is collected en- 
tirely by the state and represents in- 
come derived exclusively from liquor 
licenses. It was suggested that a pro- 
per expenditure of this money would 
be to finance local enforcement of the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Act.

Whether such negotiations 
would succeed was highly doubtful. 
In return for credit on raw materials, 
it was said that Deladier was asked to 
form a strong cabinet avoiding any 
communist participation, collaborating 
with Britain, keeping hands off Spain 
and permitting the Franco-Soviet alli- 
ance to lapse. 


Such a move might be expected to 
smooth Britain’s negotiations for a 
peaceful working arrangement with 
Italy, strengthen indications that 
France also would seek a reconciliation 
with the Fascist state and further 
British efforts to bind the new Span- 
ish dictatorship to London by financial 
ties.

REGISTER FOR JOB 
INSURANCE 


Employers in El Dorado County were 
warned today by Alston W. Cutton, 
manager of the Department of Em- 
ployment office, Room 207, Sumner 
Bldg., Placerville, to register with the 
department, if they had not already 
done so. 

Sutton said that the records of the 
department in Sacrament indicate there 
are still many employers in this dis- 
trict who have not filed with the de- 
partment. 

“Employers who hire from four to 
seven persons in subject employment 
must pay contributions to the Unem- 
ployment Trust Fund beginning Janu- 
ary 1, 1937,” said Sutton. 

“Contributions for the first quarter 
were due and payable on April 1, and 
became delinquent after April 30. Con- 
sequently, the employer who is not 
registered faces an interest penalty is 
his contribution was not made by that 
date.” 

“Registration blanks are obtainable 
at the local office of the Department 
of Employment, or may be had by writ- 
ing to the Sacramento office. Actually, 
every employer in the state has been 
sent a blank, but for those who have 
misplaced the form, another will be 
supplied.”

dactyly does not seem to impair their 
agility. In fact, an extra toe means 
an extra claw—helpful in climbing. 

Soon the young six-toed cats will be 
ready for parenthood, a matter about 
which cats have been serenely diligent 
since the Pyramids. When mated to 
normal cats, they will produce, over a 
period long enough to give the mathe- 
matics of genetics a chance to operate, 
half six-toed, half five-toed kittens. 


But what will be the result of a union 
between a six-toed mother and a six- 
toed father? Professor Danforth is 
waiting to find out. It may be a lethal 
combination. 


At the University of Chicago, obser- 
vation of guinea pigs with extra toes 
,has shown that mating between an ex- 
tra-toed male and an extra-toed fe- 
male produces a percentage of many- 
toed young which are invariably still 
born. What causes this lethal result? 
It is possible that where there is some- 
thing adherent in the gemetic condi- 
tion, the combination of genes which 
produces polydactyly may at the same 
time affect something more vital. That 
is to say, the formation in embryo of 
six-toed guinea pigs could hardly cause 
stillbirth; but six-toedness plus an ex- 
cess or failure of cell growth in other, 
more vital parts undoubtedly could, 
and does, cause it. 


So the question whether six-toed 
mother and father cats can or cannot 
have live young leads to an interesting 
exploration of the operations of the 
genes by which hereditary characters 
are passed on. An ultimate question, 
of course. is whether the offspring of 
human mothers and fathers having six 
toes on each foot would live at birth. 

Hence the question about Six-Toed 
Pete and Six-Toed Molly, for poly- 
dactyly in human beings is not ex- 
tremely rare. 

An insight into this mystery of the 
genes is afforded by the analogy of 
albino mice with black eyes. Professor 
Danforth has done a great deal of 
work with the genetics of mice over a, 
period of years. He has discovered that | 
the gene which makes for black eyes 
may come from either parent (albino 
mice normally have pink eyes).

But if both parents have black eyes, 
then the genes of both will transfer 
not only the character of black-eyed- 
ness, but in addition quite another 
character, the failure of the bone mar- 
row to produce sufficient red corpus- 
cles. Result: anemia and death. The 
frequency of appearance of this fatal 
character is one in four. That is, 
black-eyed parent mice producing a 
litter of eight, all will be black-eyed 
but two will be anemic and die. 

Such is the genetic linkage between 
black-eyedness and fatal anemia in al- 
bino mice. Why the two should occur 
in combination is not precisely known. 

Similarly, why extra-toed guinea pigs 
should produce stillborn offspring is 
not known.
